Slavery still alive in Africa 
Black slavery died in the U.S. 131 years 
ago, butitis still alive in the Islamic Republic 
of Mauritania, reports the Los Angeles 
Sentinel from an interview with an exiled 
Mauritanian journalist. Sidi El Moctar 
Cheiguer told the Sentinel that he is seek- 
ing to inform African Americans about the 
plight of blacks in his country hoping the 
knowledge will spur blacks there to de- 
mand that the U.S. government pressure 
Maui itpressured d apart'yeid | 
in South Africa. Cheiguer has reported that 
Moors, descendants of Berber and Arab 
tribesmen and Mauritania’s ruling class 
have enslaved their black neighbors to the 
south. The U.S. State Department esti- 
mates of Mauritania's more than two mil- 
lion people, there may be as many as 
90,000 slaves, most of them black and are 
“owned by nomads 
Cheiguer added that the enslavement of 
blacks is also on the rise in Sudan, report- 
ing that “quoted prices are as low as $15."

On the day the nation celebrated Dr. 
King’s birthday, children’s activist, Marian 
Wright Edelman, president of the Children’s 
Defense Fund laid out a challenge to this 
generation of leaders to spark a movement to 
save our children. In her remarks at a King 
holiday celebration at the St. James African 
Methodist Church in Newark, Edelman ad- 
dressed the crowd with vigor and determina- 
tion. 

“T hope we will pick up the overarching 
challenge in our nation in rebuilding a sense 
of community and hope, civility and caring, 
safety and future for all of our children,” she 
said 

“Thope we will ask on this birthday, ‘can 
we compose and perform together another 
greatmovementof America’sunfinished sym- 
phony of justice and opportunity? Can you 
and I act to move our nation back from the 
brink of violent chaos, racial regression and 
class warfare Dr. King warned about? Can we 
find a critical mass of caring citizens who are 
willing to stand up and say enough to the 
killing of children every two hours in this 
nation? Can we find a critical mass of polit- 
ical leaders who will care more about the next 
generation than about the next election?’ I 
believe we can...” 

Edelman drew a statistical portrait of life 
for many children in America. She said, 
“since Dr. King’s death over one million 
Americans have been killed violently here at 
home including tens of thousandsof children. 
m were black, almost 17 mil- 
have been born out of wedlock, 
alf or 8 million were black, over 13 
million children have been born toteen moth- 
ers and a full 6 million were black, and at least 
16 million babieshave been born into poverty 
of which 4 million were black. 

“An American child is abused or neglect-

“King was a man of ac- 
tion and we celebrate him for 
his action... but we must do 
morethan celebrate. We must 
emulate his moral character, 
his conviction and commit- 
ment. King stressed no one 
can climb upon your back if 
it's not bent.” 

The speaker went on to 
encourage. the audience to 
take responsibility for their 
lives and the future of their 
children. 

“Despite the barriers, we 
must take the necessary risk 
to ensure our own survival. 
We (African Americans)can 
no longer expect others to do 
for us what we are capable of 
doing ourselves.” 

Whitehurst-Mims began 
her teaching career in 1970 
in the Cincinnati school sys- 
tems. Although she retired in 
1991, her work as an educa- 
tor was far from over, She is 
continuing her legacy of, her 
pride and joy, providing qual- 
ity education to children 
through the establishment of 
the Marva Collins Prepara- 
tory School. At the school, 
she takes on the duties of 
secretary, janitor, nursemaid, 
comptroller, counsélor, 
grant-writer, teacher, admin- 
istrator and president of the 
board of directors.

His career, which began with 
the founding of the Trio Borinquen, 
included a famous song which be- 
came known as an unofficial anthem 
because of its outery against colo- 
nialism 

Over the years, he traveled to 
many countries before returning to 
Puerto Rico in the 1960's. At the 
close of 1965, Rafael Hernandez 
passed away. According to histori- 
ans his funeral was one of the most 
impressive demonstrations of mourn- 
ing ever seen in Puerto Rico. 

Rafael Hernandez School, which 
opened in September 1994, has ap- 
proximately 800 students from kinder- 
garten to grade 8. The building in- 
cludes some of the most up -to-date 
features found in a modi school.

De- 
cades of experience have proven that 
the state cannot do it alone. We need 
neighbors supporting each other, 
churches and nonprofit and civic 
groups... schools taking greater sup- 
port for their children... but govern- 
ment has a role that we can neither 
deny nor shirk. We must protect our 
children from abuse and neglect wher- 
ever and whenever we can... 

“We must ensure them agcess to 
a decent education so theydevelop 
the knowledge and skills they will 
need to succeed, we must do all we 
can to promote healthy practices for 
pregnant women and new parents. 

“We have made a start in New 
Jersey. We encourage pregnant wom- 
en to take the test for HIV because we 
know we can save babies’ lives with 
early detection and treatment. We 
willendorse Megan’ s law because we 
know that caring communities can 
help prevent youngsters, the most 
vulnerable amongst us, from falling 
victim to sex offenders. We will make 
it easier for families in the WIC pro- 
gram to get immunized, because we 
know healthy children have the best 
opportunity to lead productive lives. 


those young people to work 
for a future that they don’t even be- 
lieve they have? How much rhetoric 
can you feed them, how many com- 
missions can you offer to shelter 
them?... 

“Regaining Dr. King’s dream for 
our children will mean redoubling 
our efforts to restore hope to their 
lives,” Whitman said. “It will mean 
making our schools safer so that ev- 
ery child that wants to learn, can 
learn without fear, it will mean sup- 
porting business growth because ev- 
ery new job means a better future for 
some family here in New Jersey...” 

According to former state Attor- 
ney General Douglass Eakeley, “sad- 
ly, 27 years after Dr. King’s untimely 
death, America finds itself at one of 
its darkest hours. We are today more 
Separate and more unequal as a na- 
tion than we were when he died,” he 
said. 

Virtually overlooked in the na- 
tional debate over welfare reform are 
the millions of children who go hun- 
gry everyday and suffer from 
homelessness, malnutrition, sensory 
deprivation—diseases which are im- 
minently preventable—inadequate 
schooling and violence everyday of 
their lives and they die at unaccept- 
ably high rates. 

“This is not a situation beyond 
our control. The United States has 
deliberately chosen to spend less on 
social welfare programs that have 
proven their effectiveness over time, 
and chosen to spend less on those 
programs than any other advanced 
industrialized state in the world. As 
Dr. King once put it, ‘poverty in 
America is rooted not in a lack of 
resources, but in a tragic defect in 
human development.” 

The event which was sponsored 
by the Boys’ and Girls’ Club of New- 
ark and The Association for Children 
of New Jersey was well attended by a 
host of prominent community lead- 
ers. Some of whom also participated 
in the ceremonies, including Rev. 
William D. Watley, pastor of St. 
James, who served as master of cer-

were always very positive and that’s 
what the members felt they needed at 
this time.” Payne said it was a “priv- 
ilege and honor” to have the support 
of his peers. 

The new CBC chair will use these 
skills in meetings with the Speaker of 
the House “to discuss the flawedness 
of some of his policies and the 
draconian approaches that they’re 
taking which are 18th rather than 
21st century.” 

Payne urged the active involve- 
ment of the community in pushing for 
reasonable policy changes. “We need 
to have the churches start to talk 
about taking things for granted,” he 
said. “Nothing is for granted—food 
stamps, school lunch programs, WIC 
programs! transportation subsidies 
that keep the bus fare; down—all of 


that is on the table now, and may be 
taken away. So hardships will be on 
the poor people. 

We need to get block groups go- 
ing again, we need to have tenant 
organizations in place, we need to 
have people reinvigorating them- 
selves as it relates to organizing their 
community, educating people about 
the right to vote and getting people to 
gooutand vote because privileges are 
being taken away because of their 
lack of voting. 

“So that’s what I want. in all of 
our communities—our city councils, 
our block chairmen, our community 
organizations, our sororities and 
fraternities—all of them to start get- 
ting involved in our community to get 
anew message to our people that they 
must become involved.”

He served as a Captain in the US 
Army Medical Corps as a Squadron 
Flight Surgeon from 1943-1946, hav- 
ing graduated fromthe U.S. Air Force 
School of Aviation Medicine as an 
Aviation Medical Examiner.
